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PREFACE 


This  harp  album,  containing  twelve  short,  attractive 
compositions  for  the  young  harpist,  is  intended  to  serve  as  a 
progressive  study  while  the  technical  problems  of  fingering, 
pedaling,  phrasing,  and  rhythm  are  being  mastered. 

After  facility  of  technique  has  been  acquired,  the  com¬ 
positions  will  then  become  valuable  for  interpretation  and  for 
program  work. 

The  “Study  Problems”  listed  at  the  beginning  of  each 
composition  will  save  much  time  and  labor  for  the  beginner 
in  his  early  practice.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  specific  points 
to  be  stressed  in  each  composition  are  indicated  in  the  “Study 
Problems”. 

It  is  essential  that  the  young  harpist  come  into  early  con¬ 
tact  with  the  melodic  beauty  of  good  harp  music.  The  twelve 
compositions  here  presented  are  based  on  selections  of  high 
musical  quality  and  interest.  Their  attractiveness  will  stimu¬ 
late  the  student  to  greater  effort. 

In  every  case,  the  original  theme  or  phrasing  was  retained 
as  far  as  practicable  in  the  developing  of  the  young  harpist’s 
skill.
